TRIBAL DIVISIONS AND LEGENDS

Mine Allee O, Pietcher and Francis
La Flesche Collaburate on &
Monograph of Uncommon
Interest.

There s probably no subject which
would appeal to as many peopls, or
presont better opportunities fur In-
vestigation, than the Hhistory of the
Ameriean Indian, Yet it s a subject
not generally known or appreviated, in
aplte of the fact that the bureau of Amer-
joan enthnology has been for the past
thirty<two yesurs publishing the resulis
of comprehennive researches into various
phases of the lfe history of the natlve
Americans. In the course of ita pervive
the buresn has conducted rescarches Into
Indian languages, customs, government
and soclal organtzutions, religious, musks
and arts and industriss, as well as into
the physical and mental charheteristics
af the people; wtudies covering nearly
slxty linguistic familles and more than
300 tribes, Its publications total twenty-
seven reports, fifty-one bulletine and
peveral volumes of misoellanecus contri-
butions.

The latest publications, designated as
the twenty-seventh snnual report, deals
in the first part wilh the sdministration
and operations of the bureaun, and In the
pecond with they story of the Omaha
tribes, the latter a monograph of about
it pages, {llustrated by sixty-five piates
and 182 text figures. Thizs monoETaph
Is the joint production of Miss Ales O,
Fletcher, who for thirty years has an-
Joyed excoptional opportunities for
enthological studies amongs the Omaha
people, and Mr. Francis La Flesche, him-
self an Omahi, the son of & Tormer prin-
eipal chief. This pecullarly fortunate col-
laboration gives the paper speclal signi-
floance as an Important contribution to
Ameriorn ethnology, and It forms the
most eomplete monograph of an Indian
tribe which has.yel appeared.

Home of the Tribes.

The Indlans forming the Omaha tribe
now live in the sate of Nebraska, in the
countivs of Burt, Cuming and Thurston,
where land was ceded to them by an act
of conkress In 1882 amended In 18, On
the reservation. selected by a once great
tribe of Siguxan stpck, wlhich had begun
peveril centuries béfore a Westward mi.
gEration from Ita home In the east, “near
n great body of water,” probably In the
Appalachian mountains.

Although there were at one (ime mgny
tribes which together constituted the
Omaha grouy, today only five have ob-
vious oconnection—the Omaha, Ponea,
Ounge, Kansa nnd Quapaw; these five are
closely bound together by languuge, or-
Banization and raliglon.

Both the Omaba sacred legend, with
which the paper deals at pome lengih,
covering thetr sarly migration to thelr
settiement In the west, and the researches
aof the authors, show the Omaha to have
been a quiet and peaceably Inciined peo-
ple. malntaining an attitude of delenan
rather than warrogance toward other
tribes ard the white settlers. It I8 re-

Ia the only tribe which has continued to
live In Nebraska since the advent of the
white settlers

When not travellng the Omaha estab-
lished their villages near streams. ocon-
venlent to timber, and generally on hill-
sidon, where good garden sites could
be obtalned. Here their dwellings took
the form of cither earth lodges, conieul
tenits or tepees. Some of the tepees wers
#o. jarge that the hides of several buf.
talos were required to make a singls cov-
ering. Each family had a corral of horses
and cultivated a certain part of the hilj
mides or lowlands, where torn and other
Vogelables were ralsod for winter provige
lons and for tmade. Corn and malze was
the principal food and every household

fully planted, weeded and hoed untl) it
was well grown, Hquashes, melons and
beuns were grown, and sometimes In
the sama field with the corn, the stalks
serking as poles for the besus,

Anunal Buffale Hunt.

In the summer, after the arops wote
Iwnli advanced, the whole tribe, except
the aged, the sick and a few who ucted
as guards, went on the anbual buffalo
hunt. This was always conductell With
Ereal ceremony and woas under the con-
tral of the leader sclected for thes Ocon-
sion,

The yearly hunt was an event of wsu.
preme lmportance to the whole tribe, faor
on |ta resultd depended the annusl supply
of fuoldl, as woll a8 the skins for clolhing
and trade. The lender of the hunt Lad
ar assistant, who answered Lo his name
and took all the blume in case anything
went wrong. This official scapegoat, be-
ing sppolnted by the chief, held hin office
with dignity and remarkable good nature
